As frequently happens when 'the 
prices of . largely consumed articles 
rise to nigh, flgnres, the responsibility 
I; not fairly':placed.

In the case of coffee the fault does 


not He with the roaster, wholesaler 
'or 
retailer. It lies almost wholly 


with the Brazilian government and 
Is an outgrowth, if not also one ot 
the causes, of the recent revolution 
In the principal coffee-growing sec- 
Hons of that country. 


. The handling of coBee being .one 


of the Bourses of revenue the gov- 
ernment has been, engaged in manipu- 
lation with a view to keeping 
the 


prices as high as possible. The resuli 
is that consumers 
throughout 
the 


world have to foot the bill Just as, a 
few years ago, they were at the. mercy 
of the sugar jugglers In Cnba. The 
.latter hid later to suffer a heavy re^ 
rtuction In the receipts from the sale 
of their principal product, as is the 
almost Inevitable consequence com- 
ing to- those who try to defy the age- 
old law of supply and demand. 


It seems certain that.the Brazilian

later, but - meantime coffee. drinkers 
here-and:elsewhere--wIH'have to pay 
tribute to the greed of tie producers 
ot their favorite beverage Just as they 
earlier paid like tribute to tie-'avari- 
cious sugar .growers.

The 
only effective-way of meeting it would 
be lor tie public generally to ab'statn 
from the use of coffee as. during the 
sugar bunco, they greatly restricted 
their consumption of that article.

The .daily record, of disastrous fires 


throughout 
the country, many ot 


which have been attended with death 
in ita most horrible form. Is a sad 
warning of the dangers which have 
been increased by the advent of win- 
ter. 


It is true that some ot the recent 


fires have been accidental in their 
origin, but in much the largerWmber 
of instances the exercise of timely 
precautions In reducing or removing 
fire, hazards might nave prevented the 
destruction of property and human 
lives. This has been noticeablrwith 
respect to fires In dwellings and small 
business 
establishments. In 
many 


of these the heating devices have not 
been installed in accordance with the 
best practice, or there has 
been 


grosSL carelessnese In their operation. 
Overheating of stoves, detective flues 
and other conditions, 
which could 


have easily heen remedied, have not 
been given the attention the rules of 
safety requlm. As a result property 
owners and occupants have paid the 
penalty of their'neglect* and the al- 
ready prodigious total of preventlbl* 
fire losses has beijn made greater, and 
the more apipalllng and unnecessary 
sacrifice of human life has been con- 
tinued. 


'Wblle the recent fires have occured 


at points remote from Connellsvlllo, 
and we

visitation of this character, we ought 
all the more to be concerned about 
keeping our fire loss at the minimum, 
if not eliminate It altogether.

Tacking the publicity clause on to tha 
tax law WM one of the supreme acts 
of folly at the last session. 


Finding It impossible to get a tax 


revision measure through without this 
fifth wheel appendage, President Cool- 
idge waft obliged to ..approve th* bill 
In Its entirety. Ho took .occasion, 
however, to notify Congress of his in- 
tention to press for further and mora 
reasonable revision of the income tax 
law. It is to be presumed, therefore, 
that his recommendations to Congress 
on this subject will Include a repeal 
of the publicity provision. 


Its operation Is serving no good 


purpose. It is affording curious-par- 
sons opportunity to pry into Ui«"busi- 
ness affairs of their neighbor* or com- 
petitors and, if continued, will further 
.stimulate dishonesty and evasion Jn 
tax returns and force a larger number 
of persons to become Investors in tax 
free securlUes. To that extent It will 
further reduce the government's re- 
ceipts from income taxes.
